“Samuel Adams was the fanatic of 
the American Revolution, in the bet- 
ter sense. He became obsessed by 
the conviction that if England was 
allowed to encroach in the least upon 
the self-governing principles of the 
colonies it would mean the slow. but 
sure, strangling of the principles of 
self-government and liberty, net only 
in the American colonies, but through- 
out the British Empire and the world. 
He felt that here in America the die 
was cast; if the principles for which 
the colonists were contending were 
triumphant here they would become 
triumphant everywhere, if they were 
lost here they wouid be lost for the 
world. It was this fanatical seal in 
the cause of liberty and the masterly 
strategy by which he organized the 
forces, focusing everything on the one 
desired end that resulted in the final 
adoption of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence by all the colonies.”

The 
county thought ft was ready for the 
etorms—but with all ite care the 
floods burst their bounds and wrought 
havoc. How many a man's face 
shows the tracks of storms which 
have ruined him! Because we dent 
not against visible knights, dat 
against unseen and insidious spiritual 
forces, our preparation must be the 
more carefully’ done.
